Wants Branch Statio ns. 
The report ad vocates the establish­ 
men t of bran ches of the free employ­ 
men t bureau at Cape Girard eau, Se­ 
d alia, Sprin gfield , Han n ibal an d Jop­ 
lin , in ad d ition to the bran ches n ow 
main tain ed at St. Louis, Kan sas City 
an d St. Joseph an d recommen d s a pri­ 
vate commission of wealthy an d pub­ 
lic spirited men an d women for every 
town in the state to co-operate with 
the state bureau. The cost of the five 
ad d ition al bran ches 
would 
be 
n ot 
more than $500 a mon th, half of which 
could be saved from the cost of main ­ 
tain in g the other bran ches by reason 
of the savin g in travelin g expen ses 
an d salaries of statistician s, w'hich 
must n ow be sen t out for the compila­ 
tion of statislcal d ata in the vicin ity 
of each proposed n ew station . 
There were 11,359 applican ts for 
jobs last year, of w'hich 7,114 were 
placed in good position s free of cost. 
Applican ts fo^ help were far more 
n umerous than applican ts for posi­ 
tion s, but the job an d the right man 
d id n ot meet in all cases, an d man y 
application s for jobs an d for heip re­ 
main ed un satisfied . 
In all 25,468 ap­
